Treasure in Ingots Thought to 
Be From Mine Worked by 
Early Spaniards.

‘NOT IN SYMPATHY 


French prospector, reported the 
discovery July 7 of two tunnels 
deep in the right ‘bank of the riv- 
er. In the tunnels were stored ap- 
proximately 80 ingots of gold, each 
weighing 50 pounds. 

Van Steck ceded half the value 
of his find to the Central Govern- 
ment, as Panama laws require, and 
a commission headed by Gov. Teran 
of Chiriqui set cut from David. 

The commission was reported re- 
liably to have found a third tunnel 
with additional ingots that would 
bring the total to 120 of 50 pounds 
each. It was estimated at the cur- 
rent price of gold they would 
bring $3,000,000. 

It was believed the find was part 
of the gold from “La Estrella” mine, 
which was worked by the early 
Spanish Conquistadorés until they 
were wiped out by attacking In- 
dians. The jungle soon reclaimed 
the ancient mine and its site was 
lost. Van Steck said he found mor- 
tars and other old mining imple- 
ments in the tunnels.

DE VALERA ELECTED PRESIDENT 
OF IRELAND FOR THIRD TIME 


Irish Free State Parliament Votes 
82 to 52 in His 
Favor.

DUBLIN, July 21.—Eamon De 
Valera was re-elected President of 
the Irish Free State today by the 
new Dail, Parliament, by a vote of 
82 to 52. It will be his third term. 

William T. Cosgrave, opposition 
leader, vigorously opposed the elec- 
tion, contending that the majority 
of votes cast in the recent general 
election were against De Valera’s 
policies. 

Cosgrave also condemned _ the 
new constitution which severs the 
last link between the Free State 
and Great Britain and changes the 
country’s name to Eire (Pro- 
nounced “Airy”). 

The country approved the const.- 
tution in election early this month, 
De Valera’s party won 69 places in 
the Dail Eireann, lower house, the 
same number taken by all the oth- 
er parties together.

mann, who, after a trip over it yes- 
terday, told reporters it had too 
many dips and curves and remind- 
ed him of a roller coaster in an 
amusement park. 

“I am not much in sympathy with 
what has been done east of Kings- 
highway,” the Mayor said to re- 
porters. “Certainly I am _ disap- 
pointed. I am not an engineer, but 
as a layman I would say it was too 
much of a roller coaster. It’s a 
road with a lot of curves, bends and 
dips. 

“We will be better able to tell 
what’s happening in about 30 days, 
after a better test of its use. We 
don’t expect undue congestion, pro- 
vided the public works with us.” 

Favors Broader Curve. 

The Mayor expressed 
over the two-lane spur exit at 
Vandeventer, saying it should have 
a broader curve into the latter 
street. To accomplish this he sug- 
gested that ome of the pillars for 
the viaduct under construcfion, 
which will extend the highway 
across Vandeventer into Chouteau 
avenue, might be shifted a little. 

He said he was not afraid of the 
possibility of accidents in a section 
having side walls rising straight, 
but was worried over the danger of 
head-on collisions betwen cars mov- 
ing in opposite directions in the 
middie of the roadway. 

At the direction of the Mayor, 
President Baxter L. Brown of the 
Board of Public Service and Di- 
rector of Streets and Sewers Frank 
J. McDevitt examined the eastern 
exit today, after which they rec- 
ommended that nu change »%e made 
in it. Brown expressed the opinion 
that the present arrangement was 
desirable because it slowed vehicles. 

It was pointed out by Mayor 
Dickmann that the express road 
was designed and built by the State 
Highway Department. 

City Furnished Right-of-Way. 


The citv furnished two miles of 
the right-of-way in Forest Park, 
paralleling Oakland avenue, and 
bought the remaining right-of-way 
for a mile, between Kingshighway 
and Vandeventer. The State paid 
for construction with Federal funds. 
Jurisdiction over use of the route 
rests with the city. 

Traffic entering from the west 


encounters a slight bend in the 
park near Skinker boulevard. 
There are a number of dips and 


rises in the park, due to the hills 
encountered. At the eastern end 
of the park there is an elongated 
double curve, swinging the road 
over to a point between Chouteau 
and West Papin street. In the 
hlock between Kingshighway and 
Taylor avenue there is another dou- 
ble curve to put the road on the 
north side of West Papin. Betwee 
Tower Grove and Boyle avenues 
one more double curve turns the 
route half a block north, to the 
south side of Gratiot street. 

These swings were dictated large- 
ly by the choice of the most eco- 
nomical right-of-way. 

Road Dips Beneath Bridge. 

In the five blocks between Taylor 
and Hawk avenues there are sev- 
eral rises in the grade of the road- 
way, midway between cross streets, 
with companion dips beneath the 
bridges of the cross streets. This 
conformation, which greatly _ re- 
duced the amount of excavatil z 
for the depressed roadway, was 
part of the original plan, as pre- 
sented to city officials for consid- 
eration the autumn of 1933, six 
months after the Dickmann admin- 
istration took office. 

The highway was laid out in five 
traffic lanes, with the intention 
that two each ordinarily would be 
available for east and west traffic, 
and with the fifth, in the center, 
useful for a passing line or an ad- 
ditional path for the predominat‘ 
movement in rush hours. This cen- 
ter lane was set apart by strips 
concrete of a distinguishing shade 
in the pavement. However, in ‘he 
depressed section east of Kings- 
highway the city has ignored this 


plan and painted traffic-dividing 
white lines in the middle of 
ecenter lane’ As on broad country

‘Locklear, 18 years old, convicted of 


in the sweatbox of a Georgia prison 
| camp because guards did not be- 
lieve him when he said he was ill, 
and died there when they disre- 
garded his cries for help. 

Inquiry 
which occurred the evening of July 
10, ended in a Cornorer’s jury ver- 
dict that Locklear died “by misad- 
venture and misfortune caused by 
his own misconduct,” and that “no 
one was directly or indirectly re- 
sponsible.” 

The camp, which was located 
near this South Georgia town early 
in July, had as a portable disciplin- 
ary chamber the sweatbox, eight 
feet square and six feet high, its 
only means of ventilation a small 
opening in the top, through which 
the sun’s rays pour in. There is 
one bare board wide enough to lie 
down on. 

Complains of Iliness. 

Locklear was sent to the camp 
here from Atlanta, where he was 
convicted of stealing a flashlight 
from a home. He complained of ill- 
ness to the warden, R. L. Killian. 
Convicts in the camp work on the 
roads from sunrise to sundown, or 
longer, but those who are evidently 
sick are permitted to remain in bar- 
racks. 

Locklear made several complaints 
of illness, and was transferred from 
one group to another in the camp. 
Saturday, July 10, after reporting 
sick, he was placed in the sweat- 
‘box. A guard, it was brought out 
‘later, told him the confinement 
there might be “for two or three 
days.” Fellow prisoners and guards 
say he declared, “I will commit 
suicide before I will work any 
harder.” 

After placing the youth in the 
sweatbox at 9 a. m., the guards 
disregarded his calls for help in 
the afternoon. At 7 p. m. a guard 
took a slice of bread and a glass 
of water to the box, and found 
Locklear dead. His body was un- 
clad, and a night shirt was lying 
on the floor. 

Camp Is Moved Suddenly. 

A week after the death, the camp 
was moved to Homerville, in the 
next county south, without notice. 

The removal occurred after an 
attempt had been made by resi- 
dents of this place, directed by At- 
torney R. A. Moore and a newspa- 
per editor, to investigate the cir- 
cumstances of Locklear’s death. 

At the inquest, the camp physi- 
cian said Locklear might have died 
of over-exertion in an attempt to 
break out of the sweatbox. He said 
that he examined Locklear both 
Friday night and Saturday morn- 
ing, July 9-10, before he was yo 
in the box, and that he told th

Traxler’s wife was captured yes- 
terday a few hours after she joined 
her husband, but Traxler and his 
companion escaped in a pistol fight, 
16 miles west of here. Mrs. Traxler 
fainted and was found in the fugi- 
tives’ bullet-riddler car. 

Traxler’s companion Fred Tindol, 
with Traxler and seven others broke 
from the Huntsville (Tex.) prison 
farm July 8. 


Three officers, Deputy Sheriff J. 
R. McLaughlin and Ben Risner of 
Bryan County and Constable Green 
Beams of Kingston, Ok., came upon 
the two prison breakers and Mrs. 
Traxler at the dead end of a little- 
used road. 

The officers opened fire, riddling 
the Traxler car. 

“Pete told me Id better run,” 
Mrs. Traxler said after her cdp- 
ture, “but when the firing began, 
[fainted and when I woke up Pete 
was gone.” 

Fugitive Gets Wife. 

Townspeople withdrew when the 
desperado boldly drove up the main 
street of Verden, Ok., got his wife, 
put her in the car, halted at a fill- 
ing station, bought gasoline and 
sped on. 

E. L. Harvey, Justice of the 
Peace at Verden, spread the alarm. 
Hervey said officers had been 
hiding in his office, across the 
street from Mrs. Traxler’s apart- 
ment, for a week but had given up 
the watch two days ago. 

The Justice was sweeping the 
sidewalk when Traxler drove up to 
get Mrs. Traxler yesterday morn- 
ing. 

“ ‘Yep, there he is,’ I said to my- 
self,” he related afterward, “but lI 
didn’t say it very loud or stay out 
there.” 

Mrs. Traxler said about a week 
ago Traxler went to her home at 
Verden and tried to get her to go 
with him. Since then Traxler, Tin- 
dol and another fugitive from the 
Texas prison farm, Charles Chap- 
man, abducted Baird Markham Jr., 
Yale undergraduate and son of a 
New York oil executive, near Ada, 
Ok., and fled northwest. They freed 
Markham unharmed near Sapulpa, 
Ok. 

Traxler twice has escaped from 

the county jail at Pauls Valley, 
Ok. The first time he was free for 
eight months before he was recap- 
tured. 
Mrs. Traxler said while the police 
were seeking him “we moved 
around and lived in various Texas 
towns, spending our time going to 
the movies.”

He and the loser, Senator Harri- 
son, were photographed in the act 
of shaking hands, after which the 
latter announced: 

“T congratulate a great Democrat, 
Senator Barkley, on his victory. It 
will now be the task of us al) to 
work for party harmony.” 

Not a Roosevelt Gain. 

The election of Barkley does not 
mean that the Roosevelt forces 
have gained anything in the court 
fight. In fact, Harrison’s selec- 
tion might have made things easier 
for the President in the Senate. 

Despite the announcement of har- 
mony by both sides, the anti-court 
plan Senators were bitter over their 
defeat in the leadership fight. They 
thought they had a majority of one 
vote. 

Had Harrison been elected, he 
could have co-operated closely with 
the court plan opposition to sal- 
vage something from the Presi- 
dent’s judiciary program. A quick- 
witted, able negotiator, he would 
have been given a sympathetic ear 
by such leaders as Wheeler, Clark 
and Burke, 

Barkley, on the other hand, is a 
heavy-handed parliamentarian and 
his proposals will be suspected of 
White House inspiration.

WASHINGTON, July 21.—Sen- 
ator Wheeler (Dem.} Montana, 
after a conference with Vice-Presi. 
dent Garner today, said opponents 
of the Roosevelt court bill would 


| draft a compromise dealing only 


with the lower courts and submit 
it to the administration, Supreme 
Court enlargement would not be 
involved. 

This indicates Roosevelt has 
given up his attempt to remake 
the Supreme Court for the prese 


| ent at least and that the opposi- 
; tion has agreed to an innocuous 
| “face-saving”’ bill leaving the high 
tribunal untouched. 

The conference between Garner 
and Wheeler took place in the 
Montana Senator’s office at the 
same time that Senator Barkley 
of Kentucky, the new Democratie 
‘Senate leader; and Senator Harri-~ 
son of Mississippi, his defeated op- 
ponent, were at the White House 
for luncheon with the President, 

After his conference with Gare- 
ner, Wheeler said he was going to 
call opponents of the court bill to- 
gether to “see if we can work out 
a proposal” for reform in the low- 
er courts, “and submit it to the 
administration for their considera. 
tion.” 

He would not disclose the nature 
of his conference with Garner, but 
it appeared that the move to draft 
a new bill was made at the Vice: 
President’s suggestion. 


First Hint of Plan. 


Wheeler’s statement was the first 
hint that the opponents of the bill 
would submit an alternative for the 
presidential program. 

The opponents said, meanwhile, 
that administration leaders had 
agreed to lay aside the pending 
court bill until next week to give 
them a chance to work out another 
bill. Later, they said, it will be 
decided whether to send the admin- 
istration bill back to the committee 
or make the substitution on the 
floor. 

Wheeler told reporters flatly 
there was no dcubt his group had 
enough votes to recommit the pres- 
ent bill. He served notice they 
would agree to no compromise 
which would increase the size of 
the Supreme Court. 

The opposition leader said his 
group was willing to work out some 
reform legislation for the lower 
courts, to speed action, and permit 
direct appeals to the Supreme 
Court in constitutional cases, but 
was opposed te “roving judges,” or 
the proposed proctor to recommend 
their assignment. 

The Wheeler statement, coming 
just after his conference with Gar- 
ner, lent weight to reports from op- 
ponents earlier in the day that the 
acministratiow was willing to aban- 
don the Supreme Court part of the 
disputed court bill. 

Spokesmen for the administration 
were still keeping silent, however, 
and would not even hint at what 
kind of a compromise they were 
willing to take.

Charles O. Andrews, Florida, and 
| Alva B. Adams, Colorado. 
| They considered proposals to re- 
commit the bill with a recommend- 
‘ation that the Judiciary Commit- 
_tee report a compromise based on 
a constitutional amendment, Brown 
said. Vice-President Garner was 
notified, Brown said, of the group's 
opposition to the pending proposal. 

“We want the President to pro- 
pose something else,” Brown said. 
“If nothing else is proposed, we will 
vote to recommit.” 

Senator Byrd (Dem.), 
expressed the opinion 
Barkley’s election that the Su- 
preme Court reorganization bill 
was “dead.” He said the leader- 
ship vote indicated a_ sufficient 
number of Democratic opponents, 
plus Republican opponents to de- 
feat the bill.

The progressive poll of the 
Post-Dispatch shows 49 Senators, 
one more than a majority, ready to 
vote to recommit the pending bill 
to the Senate Judiciary Committee 
“for further study.” The positive 
majority of the opposition became 
known today and yesterday seven 
Senators informed Vice-President 
Garner that they were wearied by 
the party-splitting deadlock which 
was holding up other legislation. 

Two of these Senators, Herring 
of Iowa and Overton of Louisiana, 
had been listed as favoring the 
pending “compromise.” Johnson 
of Colorado had been listed as non- 
committal Russell of Georgia told 
the Vice-President that he would 
vote to recommit the bill if he 
could get a release from a pledge 
' given the White House earlier that 
he would oppose recommittal.

CHICAGO, July 21.—A city inves- 
tigator said today a defective safety 


wheel was the primary cause of a 
roller coaster collision in which 24 
were injured last night at River- 
view Amusement Park. Only two 
of those injured remained in the 
hospital. . 

Frank Gaynor, chief elevator in- 
spector for the City Building 
Department, said his inquiry 
showed the safety wheel, designed 
to keep a coaster from bouncing 
off the tracks while going over a 
“hump,” dislodged, scraped the 
tracks and slowed one coaster so 
much it failed to make the last in- 
cline. A second coaster crashed 
into the rear of the first. 

Gaynor said an operator had 
clear vision and should not have re- 
leased the second coaster until the 
first appeared on the last dip of 
the ride. 

Witnesses said the first train, 
composed of four cars, each with 
three seats, plunged down a steep 
incline, swept around a curve and 
another high 


point in the structure when it 


stalled. 


With its occupants screaming, it 
came to a stop on the grade, then 
moved backward, picking up speed 
as it went. When the helpless pas- 
sengers heard the roaring ap- 
proach of the second train, and 
saw it plunging down an incline 
toward them, many leaped to the 
ground. 

Bert Leviton, 18 years old, who 
suffered injuries to his right leg, 
said: 

“Everybody in our train was 
screaming, and some tried to climb 
out. I couldn’t get out. I saw one 
woman who was half out of the 
car, when her dress caught on the 
seat. She was dragged along. 
There was a terrific crash when 
the second train hit us.

Names Ford Service Man. 

An automobile union member

The 
four; masked men who shot the 
Negroes, Richard Hawkins and 
Erne}t Ponder, to death first com- 
pelle(| Police Sergeant Harry Fair- 
bank } to accompany them from po- 
lice headquarters and unlock the 
Negroes’ cells. 

Parker said he was making the 
police pistol check “so that if po- 
licemen are implicated we can es- 
tablish it and if they are not im- 
plicated the evidence will clearly 
exonerate. We don’t have many 
clues to work on, but we are doing 
the best we can and a report will be 
furnished to Gov, Fred Cone.” 

The executive, who called the 
lynching “murder,” planned a 
special investigation and promised 
prosefution to the limit of the law 
‘of “anyone we get.” 
| A ®oroner’s jury met but made 
no definite findings in the killing 
of tNe two Negroes, accused of 
stabling Patrolman V. K. Kelly,

ay. 

Ptellee Chief Gid Powledge told 
the cbroner’s jury that only police- 
men: and sheriff's deputies were 
supp sed to know jail keys were 
kept at police headquarters.

| “Our company is a member of the 
‘St. Louis Undertakers’ Associa- 
ition,” he told a Post-Dispatch re-

as that goes, I think all the Negro 
undertakers in the city send their 
‘cars out here to bring clients at 
one time or another.” 

He pointed out other automobiles, 
usually large cars of the limousine 
type, which he said were owned by 
undertakers, The driver of one of 
them, when told what had been said 
about bringing visitors to the hos- 
pital, agreed that it was true, but 
indicated the practice was not with- 
out its vexations. 

“This thing got started about six 
years ago,” he said. “Since then it 
has become more prevalent until 
now clients demand to be brought 
here to see sick friends or relatives. 
If they aren't accommodated, they 
threaten to take their business else- 
where. 

“It’s the competition that does it. 
It’s simply too severe. To get busi- 
ness today, an undertaker has to 
haul people all over town and give 
a lot of other free service. We're 
‘losing money now where once it 
‘helped business. I wish the prac- 
tice could be stopped immediately, 
and believe me, that’s the way oth- 
ers feel, too.”

GERMANY PRODUCING FATS 
FROM WOOD AND GRASS 


‘ 
Newly Developed Substitute Keeps 


Longer Than Butter and Is 
Sold at 40 Cents a Pound. 
(Copyright, 1937.) 
BERLIN, July 21—The Ger- 
man shortage of fats has produced 
a new order from the National 
Food Guild. Under it, slaughter 
houses which are unable to store 
crude fats properly in hot weather 
must deliver them immediately to 
a central office which will see that 
they are converted into durable edi- 

ble fat. 

Fats from certain parts of ani- 
mals hitherto ignored now are also 
being collected. Manufacturers of 
sausages and tinned meats were or- 
dered to reduce to the limit the 
amount of fat included since the 
fat is wanted for cooking and 
spreading on bread. 

Experiments in the creation of 
synthetic fats from wood and cer- 
tain kinds of grass being carried 
out by the German chemical trust 
are reported to be meeting with 
success. The newly developed fat 
without a smell keeps longer than 
butter and can be sold at 40 cents 
a pound. As special grass not hith- 
erto grown in Germany is required 
it is now being grown on some of 
the large estates of Central Ger- 
many.

LABOR PARTY WOULD HOLD UP 
PALESTINE PARTITION APPROVAL 


Seeks to Have Committee Study Re- 
port Before Parliament Com- 
mits Itself.

LONDON, July 21. — The Labor 
Party gave notice last night it 
would attempt to defer parliamen- 
tary approval of the Royal Commis- 
sion’s plan to partition Palestine. 

The opposition party announced it 
would seek an amendment to the 
motion for approval in the House of 


Commons. Under the amendment, 
a select committee would give the 
commission’s report further exami- 
nation before Parliament commits 
itself.

Earl Peel, chairman of the Govern- 
defended the 


Lord Snell, Socialist peer, criti- 
cised the plan as a “gospel of des- 


fpair” and accused the Government 


of too hasty action in adopting the 
commission's report. 

Saying the Labor Party could not 
support “this scheme ... which 
would hand over a toy kingdom to 
the Jews,” Lord Snell said “we find 
Parliament committed before it has 
been consulted.” 

Lord Snell asked whether the 
United States had consented to “the 
vivisection of Palestine.”

‘Evacuation Ordered Under 
New Agreement — Jap- 
anese Supposed to Retire

TIENTSIN, July 21.—North China’s 
twenty-ninth army today withdrew 
the majority of its troops from the 
Wanpinghsien battle zone, ten miles 
west of Peiping. 

The Chinese began evacuation in 
accordance with a new agreement 
to end the North China crisis, pred- 
icated on withdrawal by Japanese 
troops also. 

The 14,000 Japanese soldiers in 
the area, however, held to their po- 
sitions. Machine gunners manned 
trenches overlooking Wanpinghsien 
throughout the day, and main bat- 
teries behind the lines trained how- 
itzers on the town. 

A secondary line of batteries 
faced north toward Peiping, whence 
reinforcements might come should 
the twenty-ninth army halt its 
evacuation and decide to fight. 

- Chinese said “each side was sus- 
picious of the other’s intentions. 

Some Chinese thought the Japan- 
ese would move into the demilitar- 
ized zone and take control of the 
Peiping-Hankow Railroad.

Passenger Train Attacked. 

Foreign advices from Shuntehfu, 
south of Peiping, reported a Japa- 
nese plane flew over the city Sun- 
day afternoon and dropped a bomb 
in a northern suburb. One man 
was killed. Then, the dispatch 
said, the plane attacked a passen- 
ger train on the Peiping railroad 
to Hankow. 

The train was said to have been 
crowded with passengers, including 
soldiers, all of whom were inside 
the train and were not visible from 
the air. Nine persons were reported 
to have been killed when the plane 
opened fire with machine guns. 

In answer to reports of heavy 
loss of civilian lives in the shelling 
of Wanpinghsien, Japanese asserted 
they had “warned” the populace 
to evacuate the area. 

A squadron of eight Japanese 
pursuit planes swept low over Pei- 
ping’s business section at 9:40 a. m. 
today. They were flying in forma- 
tion at an altitude of 500 feet. They 
disappeared to the south and an 
hour later another unit of three 
planes appeared from that direc- 
tion.

The Privy Council in plenary ses- 
sion approved the attack made yes- 
terday by the Japanese army 
against the city of Wanpighsien, a 
western suburb of Peiping, and 
commended the troops for gallantry 
in action, 

Premier Fumimaro Konoye de- 
cided to hold an emergency cabinet 
session every noon to deal with 
developments. Fighting between 
the Japanese North China garrison 
and the 29th Chinese army has been 
going on west and south of Peiping 
for two weeks. 

Insists on Agreement. 

The cabinet decided that’ the 
commander of the 29th army, Gen. 
Sung Cheh-Yuan, made with local 
Japanese authorities must be car- 
ried out despite its rejection by 
the Chinese Government. China re- 
peatedly has declared Japan must 
deal with its Central Government 
at Nanking and no local truce 
would be recognized.

Finance Minister Announces 
New Measures Will Balance 
Ordinary Budget.

PARIS, July 21.—Finance Minis- 
ter Georges Bonnet announced to- 
day that newly-decreed economies 
would reduce France’s governmen- 


tal expenditures by  6,000,000,000 


francs ($228,000,000) during the sec- | 


ond half of 1937 and 25,000,000,000 
francs ($950,000,000) next year. 
The Finance Minister, in a state- 


demanded 


ment that followed yesterday’s de- 
crees, explained that France’s or- 
dinary budget “now really is bal- 
anced” by increased taxes effective 
July 12 and “this time we are work- 
ing on the extraordinary budget.” 

There was an 8,000,000,000-franc 
($304,000,000) deficit in the ordinary 
budget for this fiscal year which 
totaled 48,071,167,731 francs ($1,- 
826,704,288) and there was no rev- 
enue provision for the 16,000,000,- 
000-franc ($668,000,000) extraordi- 
nary budget, much of which was 
for rearmament. 


Bonnet appealed to the nation to 
accept the economies calmly and 
confidently. The detailed decrees 
will be published in the official 
journal tomorrow.

“The country will not tolerate 
new sacrifices from the working 
masses,” he said.

SERBIAN CHURGH ROW: 
POLICE FIGHT YOUTHS 


Officers Use Bayonets When 
Stoned by Students for 
Attack on Bishop. 


By the Associated Press. 

BELGRADE, Yugoslavia, July 21. 
—Police with bared bayonets last 
night charged and dispersed 500 
students protesting against the 
clubbing Monday by police of two 
members of the Serbian Orthodox 
Church. 

The youths gathered in Kalimeg- 
dan Park near the Serbian cathe- 
dral, shouting epithets and stoning 
police, who cleared the park and 
surrounding streets. One policeman 
was wounded when struck by a 
stone. Many persons were arrested, 

Thousands of members of the 
Serbian Orthodox Church, embit- 
tered over clubbing of the two 
members, flocked to churches to 
pray for defeat of the unratified 
Yugoslav concordat with the Vati- 
can. Orthodox churchmen say the 
agreement wouid give the Roman 
Catholic Church greater privileges 
than the Orthodox church in edu- 
cation and politics. The concordat 
was signed in 1935. 

Bishop Has Skull Fracture. 

The elderly Orthodox Bishop 
Simeon of Sabatz was badly hurt, 
a medical bulletin said, in the af- 
fray when police broke up a pa- 
rade of members of his sect. Au- 
thorities had said they feared the 
parade would be a demonstration 
against the concordat. The bulletin 
said the Bishop was not in dan- 
ger of dying, but suffered a skull 
fracture and brain concussion. He 
lifted a heavy silver cross he was 
carrying to protect himself, and a 
policeman’s truncheon smashed the 
cross down on his head. 

Woja Janich, a parliamentarian 
who opposed the Vatican accord, 
was the other man seriously hurt. 

The Serbian Church Holy Synod 
ordered churches within its juris- 
diction to display black flags in 
mourning and protest against rati- 
fication of the concordat. Churches 
were told to tol] their bells con- 
tinuously and have continuous 


prayers for Bishop Simeon’s recov- 


ery and against the concordat. 
Premier Milan Stoyadinovich was 
reported demanding that Parlia- 
ment approve the agreement with 
the Holy See, which some sources

J, P. BAXTER 10 HEAD 
WILLIAMS COLLEGE 


Harvard Man Chosen to Suc- 
ceed Dr. Dennett—Why He 
Resigned. 


CAMBRIDGE, Mass., July 21.— 
James Phinney Eaxter III, 44-year- 
old internationa] authority on naval 
affairs, was named the tenth presi- 


dent of Williams College last night. 

A Harvard picfessor and master 
of that university’s Adams House, 
he succeeds his intimate friend, Dr. 
Tyler Dennett, who resigned the 
post he held at Williams for three 
years following differences with 
the institution’s trustees, 

The row at Williams has been 
one of clan vs. man. 
Dennett is a brusque and dy- 
namic personality who, the trus- 
tees feel, has shown little regard 
for the Purple Hill traditions of 
college. The three years he has 
served here have been marked by 
his efforts to liberalize the cur- 
riculum, improve the teaching per- 
sonnel and place the college on a 
balanced budget. His administra- 
tion has been in sharp contrast 
with the conservative dignity char- 
acteristic of the preceding 26 years, 
under Harry A. Garfield. 
Unconcerned Over “Externals.” 
The trustees not only suspect 
Dr. Dennett of having bad man- 
ners, but also of showing little 
concern for matters he terms “ex- 
ternal,” such as the property ad- 
joining the campus, which may be 


detracting from the beauties of the 
site they treasure. Three years 
ago they accepted an 1800-acre 
estate in Williamstown from Mrs. 
Teresa B. Hopkins, widow of a son 
of President Mark Hopkins. The 
gift proved to be a white elephant, 
and the tax burden was so heavy 
that the estate last year was deed- 
ed to the Federal Government's De- 
partment of Agriculture for a for- 
estry station. 

Some months ago the trustees, 
against Dr. Dennett’s will, pur- 
chased the local Dennison property. 
He opposed this action, seeing no 
use for the estate. In June, with 
the matter not listed on the agenda 
with five trustees absent and with 
Dr. Dennett unaware of the pre- 
liminary steps taken, the trustees 
decided to purchase a hotel for 
$42,000. 

Dr. Dennett, who had refused tha 
faculty restoration of a 10 per cent 
pay cut made in 1932 by his pre- 
decessor, fought the proposal, ask- 
ing that action on it be delayed 
pending an effort to balance next 
year’s budget. However, three 
trustees appropriated $35,000 to go 
toward the purchase. 

Dr. Dennett, discouraged because 
he could get funds from wealthy 
alumni for real estate acquisitions 
he considered useless and not for 
the carefully-planned, long-range 
program he has outlined, told the 
trustees he could no longer take 
public responsibility for their ac- 
tion and that he was Opposed on 
principle to such planless steps. 
Against Fraternity Domination.

Dr. Dennett has in the last three 

months encountered mtich snob- 
bery among his alumni, some of 
whom have suggested an “aristo- 
cratic democracy.” 
On the campus he is somewhat 
feared and admired, but far from 
beloved. The ruthlessness with 
which he has weeded out his 
student body and faculty in the last 
two years has worried the few 
thousand alumni accustomed to the 
placid inertia of the post-war coun- 
try club era. Alumni are finding 
it increasingly difficult to get their 
sons into the college because of 
stringent entrance requiremce its 
and increased competition for ad- 
mission. From the list of 800 ap- 
plications, the director of admission 
this year has selected 200 men from 
various parts of the country. 

On the announcement that Dr. 
Baxter had been elected his succes- 
sor, Dr. Dennett declared: “I am 
delighted to learn it. He has been 
my personal] friend for many years 
and we have rarely been in dis- 
agreement on Ar:y important matter 
of policy.”

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Heaviest Among Busy Men 


Deaths of Senator Robinson and Marconi 
Emphasize Dangers of Not Heeding 
Warning Pains. 


(Copyright, 1937.) 
NEW YORK, July 21. — The 


deaths from heart disease, in close 
succession, of United States Sena- 
tor Joseph T. Robinson and the 
Italian scientist-statesman, Senator 
Guglielmo Marconi, carry  warn- 
ing for successful, busy men, noted 
physicians said today. 

It is among the leaders in busi- 
ness, professions, finance and poli- 
tics, that “coronary occlusion” and 
“angina pectoris,” and such heart 
ailments, exact their greatest toll, 
when the heart pain is not heeded, 
said a high official spokesman of 
the New York Academy of Medi- 
cine. 

Important similarities between 
the deaths of Senators Robinson 
and Marconi are these: 

They were nearly of the same 
age. Senator Robinson, born Aug. 
26, 1872, died about 65 years old. 
Senator Marconi, born April 25, 
1874, was in his sixty-third year. 

Emotional, intellectual and even 
physical strains were imposed upon 
a previously diseased heart condi- 
tion in both cases, according to re- 
ports. 


“Disease of Intelligentsia. 
Concerning the late Senator Rob- 
inson, the house physician, Dr. 
George W. Calver, has given this 
| information: 
“The Senator’s death was due to 
coronary occlusion, that is, a block- 
age of the arteries which supply 
_the blood to the heart muscles. 
“The coronary disease has fre- 
quently been called the disease of 
the intelligentsia, because of its 


frequent occurrence among the 
leaders of business, professions, fi- 
nance, politics.” 

Buddha, the founder of the Bud- 
dhist religion, died 2500 years ago 
from the coronary disease, follow- 
ing a heavy meal. 

But in recent years death rate 
from heart diseases has increased 
beyond all previous known records. 
In the United States now the death 
rate for 100,000 of population ex- 
ceeds the death rate from any other 
disease, cancer being second. 

Noted heart specialists and medi- 
cal scientists give three explana- 
tions for increasing heart disease 
death rate: 

1. The longer average span of 
life. 

2. Modern excitement and high 
pressure living. 

3. Certain unscientific methods of 
living, including chronic infections. 


What Makes Heart Wear Out. 

Dr. Alexis Carrel, Nobel prize win- 
ner, says: “The premature wearing 
out of modern man is probably due 
to worries, lack of economic secur- 
ity, overwork, absence of moral dis- 
cipline and excesses of all sorts.” 


The miracle of the human heart 
lies in its being the never stopping 
organ, from before birth until death, 
During an average life time, the 
heart beats more than 2,500,000,000 
times, and pumps 35,000,000 gallons 
of blood throughout the body. Each 
day it pumps about 500 gallons of 
blood. Everything which lessens 
strain, infection and emotional ten- 


sion, tends to keep the heart going 
longer, the specialists aver. 


MUNICIPAL OPERA MARK SET 
IN FIRST HALF OF SEASON 


Attendance of 388,728 for Six Pro- 
ductions Breaks Record Set 
Last Year. 

Attendance at the Municipal 
Opera for the first half of the sea- 
son totaled 388,723, it was an- 
nounced last night. This was a new 
record, an increase of 18,328 over 
the old mark established last sea- 

son. 

“The Great Waltz,” the season’s 
opening production, which had 10 
performances instead of the usual 
seven, had an attendance of 86,575. 
Second was “Salute to Spring,” 
which drew 66,460 at its world pre- 
miere last week, Attendance figures 
for the other productions were: 
“The Fortune Teller,” 59,984; “Music 
in the Air,” 60,921; “Louie the Four- 
teenth,” 63,783, and “The Mikado,” 
51,000. 

Only one performance has been 
stopped by rain so far this season. 
Rain halted the second perform- 
ance of “The Great Waltz” just 
before 10 p. m., too late to make 
rain checks valid.

MRS. ROOSEVELT'S NEW 
FELD OF EMPLOYMENT 


Will Write on Motherhood te 
Promote Movie, Money to 
Go to Charity. 


By the Associated Press. 
WASHINGTON, July 21. — An 
agreement with a movie producer 


led Mrs. Franklin D. Roosevelt this . 
week into the sixth field of paid 
employment which she has under- 
taken for charity since entering the 
White House, The other activities 
were lecture tours, radio broad- 
casts, book publication, magazine 
editing and writing, and newspaper 
column-conducting. 

The new assignment is a 200- 
word article on motherhood, which 
George Bye, Mrs. Roosevelt’s agent, 
said yesterday she has agreed to 
write for Sam Goldwyn, film pro- 
ducer. 

Goldwyn said the article would 
be used in promoting a forthcom- 
ing movie, “Stella Dallas.” He did 
not name the sum paid, but said it 
would go to charity. 

Charitable Got Money. 
Mrs. Roosevelt completed last 
week a series of 13 weekly radio 
interviews on White House life. 
All checks, for an unannounced 
sum, were payable to the American 
Friends’ Service Committee, a 
rg charitable organiza- 
on. 
Her first radio contract ran from 
December, 1932, until March, 1933. 
She talked on such things as chap- 
erons and keeping husbands happy. 
She split the proceeds between the 
New York State Relief Organiza- 
tion, which received $3300, and priv- 
ate relief activities. 
In 1934, she reported broadcast 
receipts of $36,000, paid directly to 
the Friends’ Committee. 
The next year she broadcast 10 
programs. It was reported she re- 
ceived $4000 for each one, and that 
the money again was paid directly 
to Friends’ Committee. 

Mr8.. Roosevelt’s magazine activi- 
ties began on the Woman’s Demo- 
cratic News in New ¥ork. She and 
her daughter, Anna, assumed edi- 
torial leadership for a new publica- 
tion, “Babies—Just Babies,” in 1932. 
Soon after entering the White 
House, she resigned. 

She did not stop writing, how- 
ever. She contributed several ar- 
ticles to popular es, and 
wrote two books, “It’s Up to the 
Women,” and “A p to Washing- 
ton With Bobby and Betty,” a 
children’s story. 

Has Done Much Writing. 

Her autobiography began recent- 
ly in a monthly magazine. In ad- 
dition, she has been writing a daily 
syndicated column on life in the 
White House, 

A veteran campaign speaker, 
Mrs. Roosevelt in March, 1936, an- 
nounced a paid lecture tour under 
charitable auspices. She spoke in 
four Midwestern cities, and since 
then has made two more tours. 

Other activities have included op- 
eration of a furniture, pewter and 
ironcraft factory at Hyde Park, a 
non-profit enterprise. 

Mrs. Roosevelt is part owner of 
the Todhunter School for Girls in 
New York. For several years she 
was assistant principal and part- 
time instructor. She still makes 
frequent trips to the school, but 
draws no salary.

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NEW FARM BILL LEVIES 
PROGESSING. TAXES 


They Would Be Imposed When 
Heavy Surpluses Arose to 
Pay Increased Benefits. 


By the Associated Press. 
WASHINGTON, July 21 — A 
new farm bill embracing crop con- 
trol features of the Agricultural Ad- 
justment Act invalidated by the Su- 
preme Court and the “ever-normal” 
granary was introduced in_ the 
House yesterday by Chairman 
Jones (Dem.), Texas, of the Agri- 
culture Committee. The measure 
was proposed in response to Presi- 
dent Roosevelt’s call for legislation 
‘to stabilize farm prices and 
comes and assure 
stable food supply. 
| Briefly, it would give the Secre- 


acreage, marketing and _ storage 
quotas for major farm products and 
make cash benefit payments under 
the present Soil Conservation Act 
to those producers who comply. 
Provides for Processing Taxes. 
To supplement the $500,000,000 
authorized annually for soil con- 
servation payments, the measure 
would levy processing taxes when 
heavy surpluses accumulated. The 
taxes are designed to raise funds 
for additional benefits to induce 


farmers to comply with § their 
quotas. 

Processing taxes would be put on 
wheat, cotton, rice, tobacco and 
hogs when the surpluses filled 
granary needs. The tax would be 
placed on hogs instead of corn, be- 
cause most of the latter crop finds 
its way to market in the form of 
hogs. 

Commodity loans would be avail- 
able to complying farmers on sur- 
plus products they stored under 
the granary system. Farmers re- 
ceiving cash benefits could be re- 
quired to store up to 20 per cent 
of their yields in years of excess 
production. 

Jones said he had discussed the 
measuré with Agriculture Depart- 
ment officials, but would not say 
whether it had administration ap- 
proval. 

Farm Blocs Raise Objections. 

Objections were raised by farm 
‘blocs insisting on compulsory pro- 
‘duction control and price-fixing. 

Advocates of the American Farm 
Bureau Federation bill introduced 
by Representative Flannagan 
(Dem.) Virginia, said they did not 
believe the Jones measure would 
_be “effective” in “keeping produc- 
| tion in line with consumption.” The 
Flannagan bill has peen indorsed in 
principle by Secretary Wallace. 

Likewise, Representative Eicher 
(Dem.), Iowa, leader of a group 
favoring legislation that would as- 
sure farmers cost of production, 
raised a point of constitutionality 
against the Jones bill. 

“Like the old A A A, it purchases 
compliance and under the Supreme 
Court decision is unconstitutional,” 
declared the Iowan. 

One of those approving the bill 
was Representative Hope (Rep.), 
Kansas, ranking minority member 
of the committee, who said it fol- 
lows the Republican farm plank in 
the last campaign. He emphasized 
a provision that would place a $10,- 
(000 maximum on benefit payments 
| to individual farmers. 
| Meanwhile, the House Democratic 
‘Steering Committee went on record 
as opposing adjournment until a 
general farm bill is passed. 

Chairman Johnson (Dem.), Okla- 
homa, said, “While the committee 
indorsed no specific bill, a major- 
ity expressed opposition to the 
American Farm Bureau Federation 
measure. Most of them seemed to 
be impressed by the Jones bill.”

the face, and that it was wiser and 
more sanitary to use a clean square 
of cotton instead of a puff. 


“However, I’ve become quite at- 


tached to the little puff that I am 
using at present, and although it is 
rather soiled, I hate to discard it. 
Is there any way in which I could 
clean it? KAY.” 


It is a simple matter to clean a 


powder puff. And if you make it 
a practice always to keep your lit- 
tle favorite spick and span, there

is no reason in the world why you 
should have to discard it, until it 
is worn out. Fill a basin with hot, 
soapy water, and allow your puff 
to soak in it for a few minutes. 


Then rub the puff between your 


hands, and squeeze the soapy water 
through it until every trace of dirt 
and grime has been removed. When 
the puff is absolutely clean, rinse 
it thoroughly in clear water, and 
place it on a towel to dry. It may 
feel a bit stiff and harsh when it 
has dried completely, but if you rub 
it briskly between your hands, it 
will regain its former softness and 
fluffiness. 


“My friends have always compli- 


mented me on the snowy whiteness 
of my hair. Lately, though, I have 
noticed that it is acquiring a dirty, 
yellowish tinge. What is the cause 
of this, and how can I restore my 
hair to its former pure white 
shade? FLORENCE.” 


Yellowish streaks in pure white 


hair often result from the appli- 
cation of certain tonics, from the 
use of a hot iron, and from drying 
the hair with a warm current of 
air. Try using a bluing rinse after 
the shampoo. There are various 
casts to white hair — the snowy 
white, the bluish, the iron gray— 
and each shade requires a specific 
tinge of bluing rinse. 


The purplish tint is generally 


used for snowy hair that has be- 
come streaked with yellow. If the 
bluing rinse is not sufficient in it- 
self, use dilute peroxide and salt on 
the streaks, and then apply the blu- 
ing rinse.. This treatment will help 
to restore your hair to its habitual 
snowy whiteness. 


“Despite the fact that I have a 


very dry skin, there are a number 
of open pores on my face. I've 
been contemplating using ice on my 
face to close these pores. Do you 
think it advisable? LILYAN.” 


I am not very much in favor of 


the use of ice on the face. In my 
opinion, it is far too drastic a meas- 
ure for the sensitive facia] skin. In 
the first place, the frequent use of 
ice is drying to the ‘kin, and may 
cause the appearance of tiny, fine 
lines. Especially is this true of the 
chronically dry skin. 


In the second place, the constant 


intense cold may induce a condition 
of facial neuralgia. And in the 
third plaee, the shock of the sud- 
den cold may cause unsightly lit- 
tle broken capillaries. I'd suggest 
that you substitute a mild astrin- 
gent for the ice. A good astringent 
will close the pores just as effec- 
tively as ice, but will not have any 
of its detrimental effects.

The Tapeworm 


ls Harmless, 
Says Doctor 


Contrary to Popular Belief, 
it Does Not Even Cause 
Big Appetite.

F THE many worms that are 
(pparasites in the human intestine, 

the common ones are the tape- 
worm, the roundworm and the pin- 
worm. The tapeworm is harmless 
and never causes any trouble; it 
does not even cause a big appe- 
tite, contrary to popular opinion, 
The pinworm may be very an- 
noying, but not actually dangerous, 
But the roundworm is potentially 
dangerous and a real enemy. 
The roundworm is quite large, 
may be the size of an earthworm, 
is white and its body is firmer than 
an earthworm and not segmented. 

It may infect anyone in any cli- 
mate, but particularly is likely to 
attack children. The habits of chil- 
dren are such as to spread the par- 
asite quickly and thoroughly. 
Roundworms enter the human body 
as eggs and infection occurs di- 
rectly from another human being. 
There is no intermediate host. 

When the eggs leave the stom- 

ach and enter the intestine the di- 
gestive juices activate the larvae 
and they emerge from the eggshell, 
In this young stage, the larvae 
often penetrate the walls of the in- 
testine and enter the lymphatic 
vessels, are carried by the blood 
stream to the lungs. Their pres- 
ence in the air spaces of the lungs 
may cause irritation which resem- 
bles pneumonia. From the lungs 
they may make their way up to the 
throat, be swallowed and develop 
into adult worms in the intestine 
again. 
Besides the lung inflammation, 
they may cause digestive disturb- 
ances, diarrhea, loss of appetite 
and even intestinal obstruction 
from the matting together of @ 
mass of worms. The diagnosis is 
usually made when a worm or & 
number of worms is found to have 
passed out of the intestine. This 
does not mean that all the worms 
are gone; on the contrary it points 
to the fact that there are probably 
a great many left. 

Treatment is effective. There are 
quite a number of drugs which will 
kill these worms. They are easier 
to get rid of than either tape- 
worms or pin worms. The drugs 
used are Chenopodium, or Ameri- 
can wormseed and santonin. Sev- 
eral new drugs, apparently more ef- 
fective and certainly less toxic than 
these, have recently been intro- 
duced. The preparation of the pa- 
tient beforehand is most important, 
It consists in the emptying of the 
digestive tract and the abstinence 
from food. 

The extent to which the popula- 
tion is infested, particularly in rue 
ral and impoverished parts of the 
country, may be realized when it 
is known that near the Gulf of 
Mexico of 776 white school children 
examined, 37 per cent were infest- 
ed, and not far away among 511 
Negro children 50 per cent were in- 
fested.
